ARCADIA OPPOSES PROPOSED 
SANTA ANITA MESA PLAN 

The Arcadia Planning Commis- 
ion has recommended that the 
proposed man for the subdivision 
( Ram-bo Santa Anita o- Santa 
Anita Mesa as it is now called, 
be changed to provide for lots 
siding on Michiilinda instead of 
backing up as formerly approved. 

Subdividers pointed out that 
flood conditions would prevent 
them from fronting their lots on 
Michiilinda and arranged for a 
30-foot landscaped setback. John 
Malone of the Countv Planning 
Commission stated that Michif- 
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, i.nei or me rccvoiutlon, commis- 
sioned Homer Lea. an American 
citizen, as a general under his 
new government to raise and or¬ 
ganize the Chinese Revolutionary 
Army. General Lea. in turn, 
chose Captain O'B.anion. then a 
sergeant, to train these Chinese 
troops. Since this work could 
not be done in China, it was done 
in tlie United States, and since 
the United States did not then 
recognize the new Chinese Re¬ 
public, the work had to be done 
here with the greatest secrecy 
under the very noses of our Gov¬ 
ernment officials. Many of these 
trainees, because of our exclusive 
immigration laws, h.nd to he 
smuggled into the country and, 
in order not to attract adverse 
attention, thev had to be trained 
in small units nr companies at 
widely scattered points across the 
country. Some of these compa¬ 
nies were trained in an old arm- 
orv that once stood near the site 
of the early Hay Market in Los 
Angeles, where the Union Station 
now stands. These Chinese vouths 
o trained by Captain O’Bnnion 
later became the officers and the 
nucleus of the present Chinese 
Republican Army. 

In the course of this work. 
Contain O’Banion made a number 
of trips to China, being smuggled 
in and out under the cover of 
night as he himself smuggled Chi¬ 
nese into this country. In China 
as well as here, he met an i 
worked with Dr. Sun and the 
other leaders of the Revolution 
It is of these men and of those 
whom he once trained as bovs 
that he will speak to the Guild.

west comer of Paris, 
up in the crowded front platform 
of the tram I got into conversa¬ 
tion with a tall,fine-looking man 
of soldierly bearing, In civilian 
dress, who was accompanied by 
his eight-year-old son and another 
boy of about the same age going 
out to St. Cloud to play football 
on the public playgrounds. M. 
Delhomme showed me his identity 
card from which I learned that he 
was an “Agent” or member of the 
Paris gendarmerie. He told me 
that a policeman in Paris is on 
duty six hours a day and that he 
receives an annual salary of 22.- 
000 francs — at that time the 
equivalent of $800 in our money, 

; and that it is enough for a com¬ 
fortable living. On getting off the 
tram at St. Cloud we agreed to 
meet later and return to Paris 
by one of the Seine boats. The 
three went to the football field, 
while I went to see the famous 
gardens, forest, and the great cas¬ 
cades—which were turned off that 
day, because it was neither Sun¬ 
day nor a holiday. After seeing 
some of the ivy-covered buildings 
of St. Cloud. I turned up at the 
football field, where I again met 
the policeman and the two bovs 
ready to go home—each of the 
three carrying a bunch of wild 
flowers! I invited them to have 
some refreshments with me, and 
I was impressed by the punctili¬ 
ous politeness of M. Delhomme 
and the two boys. We then board¬ 
ed one of the many busy little 
steamboats that stop every few 
minutes along the Seine to take 
on and let off passengers, passing 
en route the automobile factories 
of the Renault and Citroen, the 
great Eiffel tower and the mag¬ 
nificent approach to the Troca- 
dero. During our conversation M. 
Delhomme spoke with gaiety and 
warmth of "la bonne fraternite” 
which he had enjoved during his 
service in World War I with the 
British and American soldiers 
along the Piave in Italy, and! 
when we all got off the boat at 
the Alma station, he and the two 
boys courteously insisted on see¬ 
ing me to the very entrance of 
mv hotel, althongh it was a con¬ 
siderable distance out of their 
way. Such is French politeness. 

A colorful experience was my 
visit to a French circus. "Gleich’s 
Cirque" was showing on Avenue 
Clichy, in what was appsrently a 
workingmen’s quarter, where I 
had a simple but good dinner at 
a small restaurant of the plain 
people, which contained four lit¬ 
tle tables and a bar, alongside 
which were two card tables where 
workmen were playing vigorously, 
slapping down the cards and mak¬ 
ing other gesticulations as they 
played their hands. Entering the 
circus tent on a general admission 
of about 60c—not a low price for

! planned and executed under the j 
1 genius of NapoleonI, born and 
reared an Italian, Napoleone Bou- 
j naparte, in the island of Corsica, 

\ which ceased to be official Italian 
territory only 11 years before his 
birth. But the French adored 
him and died in his armies all 
; over Europe to bring about the | 
"Little Corporal’s” idea of the \ 
"United States of Europe.” Him-• 
self elected president of the Ttal- j 
ian Republic, he next was "per¬ 
suaded” to become Emperor of ^ 
France and then placed three; 
of his brothers on Continental I 
thrones. Is was pretty while it 
lasted and it’s all there in the I 
pictures at Versailles—“la Glolre” i 
which fell to pieces in almost ex-; 
actly the same number of years 
as were involved in the rise and 
fall of Mussolini’s dream in Italy, 
whereas "Corporal’’ Hitler’s dream 
of the New Order was of some- ( 
what briefer visibility. 

Passing through the great Hall 
of Mirrors, which is perhaps 200 
feet long and lined with mirrors 
20 feet high, I gazed out of its 
windows upon the miles of green 
terraces, lawns, fountains, lakes 
and woods—a spectacular example 
of man’s control of Nature. Then 
I examined that long rosewood 
(or mahogany) table, decorated 
with gold, on which was signed 
the disastrous Treaty of Versailles 
—a spectacular example of man’s 
failure to control himself. 

My days in Paris were always 
crammed, from mom to midnight, 
with that feverish "activity'’ for 
which we American’s are cele¬ 
brated—always on the "go" to see 
something. I spent restless but 
attentive hours over the various 
art collections — the Louvre, the 
Luxembourg, the Cluny. the Rodin 
and the miles and miles of new 
art at the annual Spring Salon. I 
visited the great churches; saw 
exotic films; heard "Samson and 
Delilah’’ at the Grand Opera; at¬ 
tended various theatres, from the 
reputedly wicked Moulin Rouge 
and the Folies Bergere to the 
grewsome plays at the Grand 
Guignol and the gilt-edged drama 
at the Comedie Francaise; and a 
very impressive English produc¬ 
tion of “Journey’s End” at the 
Theatre Albert. I browsed among 
the bookstores near the Odeon 
and among the pushcart marts 
along the Seine’s quays, shot up 
to the 985-foot top of the Eiffel 
tower—which sways a 8-inch arc 
in the breeze!—sat down cross- 
legged on a rug to have thick 
coffee in the Arab quarter, and 


joined the tilting of noses at the 
Dom and the Rotonde over beer 
and aperitifs with the American 
expatriates and fellow tourists— 
in short, I "saw” Paris. 

“The last time I saw Paris” is 
a phrase which has become sym¬ 
bolic of something lovely and nos¬ 
talgic of that far-off time of 
which I have written so sketchily 
and inadequately. Today Paris is 
hungry and cold; the infant mor¬ 
tality is said to be 75 per cent at 
present; and an instructor from 
the college of my former resi¬ 
dence has recently written from 
Paris, in the U. S. Morale Divis¬ 
ion: . a sad sight for anyone 

who has ever loved that city. The 
people look bedraggled, the for¬ 
mer elegance is gone, the stores 
look like 14th Street." But Paris 
is a Phoenix; she will rise again!
